The Doherty Junior High School principal 
is confident the new building will be ready 
to open when classes begin this Septen:ber. 

“I’ve got no reason,’ said Dr. Richard 
McGrail this week, ‘‘to have anything but 
confidence in this .outfit (Peabody Con- 
struction Co.).” 

In a letter to the school committee last 
week, McGrail noted he had toured the 
building under construction and had been 
assured by Thomas Reed, general superin- 
tendent for the Peabody Construction Co., 
that the school department would be able to 
move into the new facility by the middle of 
August. 

McGrail said he was also told moving-in

could begin now in some areas in the new 
wing where there will be no carpeting. 

‘‘My own feeling is that the building will 
indeed be substantially complete, with the 
exception of the Memorial Wing, by the 
above date,’’ he wrote, ‘‘but that there will 
still be a substantial amount of finish work 
to be completed.”’ 

There are no backup plans in place if the 
Doherty School is for some reason not re- 
ady on time, according to McGrail. The old 
East Junior High is without heat and has 
only temporary electricity. Double sessions 
at the West Junior High would had to have 
been planned far in advance of this date. 

McGrail said the town has made up its 
mind to accept a speeded-up schedule for 
opening the Doherty. Alternatives would 
have been to delay opening the school for 
another year or else opening the school 
during the upcoming school year, which 
would have meant extending a vacation 
period and disrupting the school schedule. 

He said the Doherty School, even at less 
than 100 percent complete, would be in far 
better shape for classes than the old East 
Junior High. Now the school department 
must depend on the builders to get the 
Doherty ready. 

The kitchen at the Doherty is almost fully 
equipped already, and the industrial arts 
department will be next, according to the 
school building project coordinator. Desks 
and chairs will be the last items to be 
moved-in. 


As areas of the school are finished, they 
are checked out and determined acceptable 
before materials are moved in. Areas 
moved into are accepted on a tentative 
basis. Formal acceptance of the building 
will not happen until everything is com- 
pleted 

By August 16, ‘‘It will basically be re- 
ady,”’ said McGrail

That does not include a little left-over 
painting and carpentry that might be re- 
quired. He said no heavy electrical work or 
anything else that could be a safety factor 
will be on-going when classes resume this 
September. 


But McGrail noted it would not be ‘‘rea- 
listic’’ to expect that every window will be 
washed and every light bulb in place for the 
opening of school. Landscaping, for exam- 
ple, might not be completed. 


He said Jan. 1 is the outside date for * 


completion of the Memorial Wing, and that 
would also probably be the latest date for 
any other possible rernaining work to be 
finished at the Doherty. 


The school committee has set Oct. 1. or 
three weeks after the Doherty School is 
occupied, for transfering the old East Ju- 
nior High wings to the town. Developers 
will be sought to convert the wings into 
combined school-town offices 


The school building project coordinator 
still has not received any firm completion 
dates for either the West Junior High or the 
High School projects. He said he expects 
essential renovations at the West, such as 
the science labs, to be completed for this 
school year. as well as much of the work at 
the high school. 


Work will probably continue during the 
fall on the guidance area and the media 
center extension at the high school, he said, 
and the auditorium will probably not be 
finished until next spring. 


McGrail noted he expected no major in- 
terference with the educational program 
because of the on-going work.

Reimbursements, 
State Charges 
Increase : 


Andover is scheduled to receive $4,- 
804,350 in reimbursements from the 
state during Fiscal Year 1983, accord- 
ing to Cherry Sheet figures released 
this past week. The total reimburse- 
ments, which are estimated at this 
point, are $451,285 higher than the $4,- 
353,065 the town was scheduled to re- 
ceive this past fiscal year 

The town will be paying an additional 
$17,045.71 this next fiscal year for state 
and county costs. Andover has been 
assessed $893,553.75 for its contribution 


toward operation of state and county 
services as compared to $876,508.04 for 
Fiscal year 1982. 

State assistance to regional school 
districts in the next year will result in 
the Greater Lawrence Regional Voca- 
tional School receiving $4,077,485 in the 
next fiscal year, an increase of 
$134,659. 

The disbursements are part of the 
$2.1 million in state aid to all cities and 
towns as certified by the Department 
of Revenue.

The resident added that she found far 
more cocoons under the oaks, with 
their gnarled bark, than under her 
birch trees, which have a smooth bark.

Three Andover residents were among the 
teens and adult advisors who attended the 
United Church of Christ’s Northeast Re- 
gional Youth Event at Drew University in 
Madison, N.J. 

Andover residents were Penny Cox of 24 
Canterbury St., Tim Maxfield of 111 Reser- 
vation Road, and Ellen Perry of 239 River 
Road. 

Sponsored by the United Church’s New 
England and Middle Atlantic regions and, 
the denomination’s Board for Homeland 
Ministries, the meeting offered 400 young 
men and women 40 diverse workshops, 
ranging from adolescent suicide, human 
sexuality and clowning to voluntary serv- 
ice, world peace and world hunger.

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’Phone Company Gets Permit 
To Install Central St. Conduits 


Concerned and angered voices were 
raised in town hall Monday night over a 
telephone company proposal to lay new 
conduits under Central Street and Andover 
Street, but it was the voice of selectmen 
who at the conclusion of the public hearing 
approved the project unanimously. 

The new underground cables and wires 
are needed to accomodate expansion in the 
southwest section of town. The conduits are 
planned to run on the odd numbered side of 
the street in the sidewalk or shoulder area 
of Central and Andover streets. New En- 
gland Telephone would repair any private 
driveway aprons or roadway disrupted in 
the process. 

Charles Wright, 57 Central St., who last 
week suggested an alternative Toute for the 
conduits along Lupine Road, complained 
that the telephone company is a business 
proposing to impact on ‘‘my sidewalk.”’ 

But a telephone company representative 
noted that work will not occur on private 
property. 

Wright said fewer residents would be 
affected if the conduits were put under 
Lupine Road, also maintaining that work on 
the project might compound problems an- 
ticipated when Elm Square renovations be- 
gin. 

But, Selectman Gerald Silverman said

“This petition is in the best interests of 
the town and the telephone company,”’ he 
said. 

But Wright maintained, ‘‘If they impact 
on my fence: they will hear about it. They 
have no right to impact on my property.”’ 

His feelings were shared by other Central 
Street residents, such as Ethel Cross, of 59 
Central St. The concerns ranged from fear 
of damage to fences, stone walls and the 
trees lining their street. 

One woman, who wanted assurance no 
damage would be done, noted, ‘‘We’re all 
out to protect the beauty of that street.”’ 

Nancy McArdle, 47 Central St., asked, 
‘‘What happens to our stone wall?” 

She asked if trees were damaged, would 
they be replaced by the same-size trees? 

Silverman noted that the telephone com- 
pany has done similar work in Andover, and 
no complaints were ever registered. He 
said the company is required to provide a 
construction bond to the town. 

The company representative explained

The nearest playground for West Andover 
children is located at the West Elementary 
School — ‘‘a driving distance,”’ according to 
Diana Gould, of Grey Birch Road. 

So a group of parents in the neighborhood 
have banded together and decided to re- 
quest another play area be established. 

Despite the early objection of some resi- 
dents, the group may be well on its way to 
getting its playground. 

The school committee last week gave 
approval for an area on High Plain Road 
near Cross Street — a site reserved for a 
future school — to be possibly used tempo- 
rarily as a playground. 

‘We seem to have quite a bit of support,” 
said Gould. 

But back in May, a group of West And- 
over residents sent an unsigned letter to the 
TOWNSMAN claiming a playground would 
be a ‘‘serious detriment”’ to their neighbor- 
hood and might cause ‘‘our beloved home- 
sites and lifestyles to be destroyed.” 

In their plea to keep out a playground, the 
opposition linked litter, traffic, vandalism, 
“drug abuse” and “‘teenage drinking” to 
the establishment of such a play area — 
something they said would lower the values 
of their homes and ‘‘the area status.” 

“We didn’t want to upset anyone,”’ ex- 
plained Gould.

In a letter to the Department of Commu- 
nity Services, Gould’s group had suggested 
a two-acre site possibly on High Plain Road 
(the school site) or in the High Plain Road- 
Bald Hill area or near the town dump (an 
idea later dropped), according to Gould.

‘‘We’ll probably have to go out and solicit 
donations,’’ Gould explained. ‘‘With Propo- 
sition 24, we really can’t expect the town 
to fund it.” 

She said she hopes the town might supply

Optimism Encouraging 


The optimism surrounding the September opening of 
the new Doherty Junior High School is indeed encourag- 
ing. 

Dr. Richard McGrail, who had been serving as pro- 
ject co-ordinator but now returns to his post as junior 
high principal, reported this week that he has every 
reason to believe that the school will be ready for 
occupancy by the regular opening day of school. 


While the building will not be totally complete and 
free of workmen on that date, it will be free of hazards 
or work which would be generally disruptive to the 
educational processes. 


Barring any unforseen difficulties, this optimism 


provides to the students, parents and teachers a begin- 
ning of another school year free of problems and diffi- 


culties. 


With the old East Junior High now deemed unusable 
as an educational facility it was almost imperative that 
the contractors, Peabody Construction Co., provide the 
new facility to the town in time for the resumption of 
classes. Failure to do so would result in some rather 
accelerated planning for the new year for all junior high 
students. There was the possibility of double sessions, a 
shuffling. of students from one building to another 
throughout the town, and basically a lot of inconve- 
nience at the cost of disruption to a smooth learning 


process.

There was also the possibility that the double sessions 
and shuffling of students would have to be carried 
through until after the Christmas recess, since school 
officials are reluctant to move students and staff at less 
than half-year intervals. 

What will be needed when classes resume in Septem- 
ber at Doherty is an acceptance of the fact that there 
still may be some inconveniences, due primarily to the 
finshing work remaining within the general educational 
plant. 

There will also be some additional construction work 
going on in the Memorial Auditorium wing, but this will 
not affect the classroom programs. 

But these are minor annoyances to conterid with when 
the alternative to not having the facility available is 
considered. . 

From all appearances, the town is about to have a 
new secondary educational facility, delivered on time 
and ready to meet the needs of modern educational 
processes for many years to come. 

The construction company has met its schedule and 
its work has been supervised carefully by those appoint- 
ed by the town to insure proper conformance to specifi- 
cations. 

The air of optimism about its availability for a Sep- 
tember opening can almost be considered a reward for 
the decade of planning and promise that has gone into 
this particular portion of the total school project.

Cohen Praised 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

Massachusetts begins its 1983 Fiscal Year 
with a state budget in place which address- 
es many of the major concerns of the people 
of the Commonwealth. And an important 
share of the credit for this year’s successful 
and smooth budgetmaking process is due to 
Representative Gerald M. Cohen of your 
district. 

It is important to understand that close to 
two billion dollars, or nearly one-third of 
the entire state operating budget, will be 
returned to local cities and towns through 
either direct dollar aid or through pro- 
grams paid for by the State. This includes 
$155 million in new state aid to cities and 
towns this year, 80 percent of that in cash 
assistance.

services. 

Many other dollars have been earmarked 
to help offset expected cutbacks in Federal 
aid to local, regional and state programs.

WASHINGTON -- One of 
the ways that health-care 
costs are driven up is the 
medical profession’s tenden- 
cy to gang up on doctors who 
offer cut-rate services. Com- 
petition is supposed to be the 
American way, but not when 
it comes to medical costs. 

Doctors who advertise 
their fees are drummed out 
of the corps. Doctors who 
work on salary in low-cost, 
prepaid health-maintenance 
programs are blacklisted by 
their local medical associa- 
tions. They are not allowed 
to use the local hospitals 
controlled by the medical 
establishment. 

All of this not only costs 
the public money, it is prob- 
ably illegal. At least the 
Federal Trade Commission 
thinks it is. 

So the FTC has repeatedly 
filed suit against the Ameri- 
can Medical Association 
(AMA) and its state affili- 
ates. The agency accuses the 
medical establishment of 
conspiracy to violate anti- 
trust laws. 

And the FTC has had 
some success. Recently, it 
nailed the Texas Dental 
Association in a case involv- 
ing patient X-rays. It has 
also forced the AMA to lift 
its restrictions on advertis- 
ing by doctors.

only way to stop the Israelis 
from moving into West 
Beirut. 

Obviously, the big worry 
is that American soldiers 
will get caught in the cross- 
fire. But there is another 
worry: American hy 
won't be able to protect the 
half-million or so Palestini- 
an refugees who are left 
behind after Palestine 
Liberation Organization mil- 
itary forces are escorted out 
of Lebanon. 

Government sources say 
that what they are afraid of 
is a battle like that which 
occurred in 1975 at a place 
called Tel Zaatar. This was 
a Palestinian stronghold 
that was captured by Chris- 
tian forces in the Lebanese 
war. Hundreds were killed 
on both sides. 

President Reagan’s advis- 
ers figure that American 
troops can protect the Pales- 
tinian civilians as long as 
they're there. But adminis- 
tration officials fear that a 
bloodbath could occur after 
the U.S. soldiers leave. 

This means that either our 
troops will have to stay in 
Lebanon indefinitely, or the 
United States will be blamed 
for any bloodshed that 
occurs after they leave. 

The Israelis, meanwhile, 
have not been  twiddlin 
their thumbs while P 
leaders make up their minds 
whether to leave West 
Beirut. Some Israeli troops 
reportedly have infiltrated 
Palestinian hideouts. The 
Israelis want to be ready to 


pinpoint their targets if the 
negotiations collapse. That 
way they hope to be able to 
knock out PLO strongholds 
without heavy civilian casu- 
alties.

“It is important to note that only major 
streams are assessed in the clean water 
report. If smaller streams were considered 
the swimmable percentage would be much 
higher,’’ Paul Keough, EPA senior policy 
advisor explained. 

The report shows that the percentage of 
swimmable waters in Massachusetts has 
improved by 25 percent in the past four 
years. This is the most improvement of any 
state in New England. 

When all six states are assessed the re- 
port shows that 67 percent of the region’s 
major streams are meeting the fishable 
standard. This represents an overall im- 
provement of 11 percent since 1976. 

In Massachusetts, the 1983 figure will be 
60 percent. 

‘The prncipal reason for such great pro- 
gress has been the building of municipal 
sewage treatment plants. Cities, towns and 
industries that used to discharge directly 
nto rivers are now tied into treatment. sys- 


much less polluted. This progress has not 
come cheap, however, EPA since the Clean 
Water Act of 1972 has allotted $2.3 billion to 
the New England states to construct treat- 
ment plants. And that represents only 75 
percent of the cost of the treatment works. 
Our states and local communities have also 
invested hundreds of millions of dollars. 
And, the private sector has also expended 4 
good deal of money on this effort.’ Keough 
stated. 


Diving Safely 


Diving accidents cause some 500 spinal 
cord injuries a year, principally in lakes 
and streams rather than man-made pools, 
and can be reduced by diver training. 

The overwhelming majority of these div- 
ing injuries occur in shallow water and 
their victims are largely males between the 
ages of 13 and 23. 

“Since approximately 95 percent of the 
serious diving accidents occur in shallow 
water, three-fourths of which occur in 
lakes, streams and other natural environ- 
ments, young swimmers must be taught 
diving techniques. The best place to do this 


is in-a controlled. environment such as a: -

“ON CHECKING ATTICS 


If you are inspecting a 
house with an attic, do 
more than ask if there is one 
— get up there, walk 
around and inspect it. You 
can learn a lot with just a 
few simple checks. 

For instance, you can 
check to see if the beams 
are really solid? If the point 
of a penknife sinks in easily, 
the wood may be either rot- 
ten or termite-infested. Tim- 
bers with ends embedded in 
masonry without proper air 
spaces are especially vulner- 
uble to rot. Sight along the 
beams to see whether any 
have sagged or warped 
Also, check the rafters or 
roofing beards for water 
stains. 

Is there sufficient ventilo- 
tion in the attic? At a mini- 
mum, it should heve louvers 
in both gable ends, vents

under the eaves or ridge 
vents in the roof. If the ven- 
tilation is inadequate, you 
can bet on wood rot — and 
there will be heat loss in the 
winter, heat retention in the 
summer and bigger utility 
bills in both seasons. 

How about insulation? 
An attic floor should have at 
least six inches of insulation 
plus a vapor barrier under

Accreditation Report, the educational and 
philosophical thrust at both the Doherty and 
West, maximum utilization of the new phys- 
ical facilities and curriculum development. 

3. Program advisors in the major aca- 
demic disciplines are entering their second 
year. It is important that their role in the 
educational process be reviewed and re- 
fined and their duties and responsibilities 
vis-a-vis the building principals brought 
into clearer focus. 

4. We need to continue work on our drug 
and alcohol abuse program. This is an area 
where community participation is essen- 
tial. The school system’s problems mirror 
society's. 

5. There is a need for developing a new 
system for monitoring the budget, both for 
the short and long term. Our goal is to 
develop a three or four-year financial plan 
and to work closely with other town offi- 


cials in defining the most appropriate finan- 
cial model. 


6. The uncertainties of recent times make 
it necessary to provide some degree of 
stability¢o raise staff morale at all levels. 
The unique resources that we have in our 
fine staffmust be encouraged to grow, to 
take an even greater part in the whole 
educational process, and to truly feel part 
of a whole. 

In addition, we must continue our efforts 
toward energy conservation and review of 
our custodial and maintenance manage- 
ment system.
